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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's remarks and arguments fail to 
overcome the rejections as set forth in the Final Office Action. The Examiner respectfully disagrees with the Applicant. The Examiner 
points to paragraph 97, which discloses that the fluorescent layer (item 37) can be framed such that the wavelength of light emitted 
laterally frdm the side surfaces of the LED (item 10) can be converted by the fluorescent materials (item 36). Furthermore, Takahashi only 
discloses that the fluorescent resin (item 35) can be omitted. Takahashi does not dislcose a specific reason as to why the resin should or 
shouldn't be omitted. Also, Takahashi discloses two cases for the fluorescent layer (item 37) in paragraph 98. Takahashi discloses that 
the fluorescent layer may be formed with the fluorescent materials dispersed therein in one emodiment, but is silent with regards to the 
light transmissable material. Hence, the fluorescent material may be formed with the fluorescent resin. 
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
